Count Okuma, in an interview, said :—The 
muin reason for my objections to forvign loaus 
just now is. that “tho introduction of capital 
rom abroad ia likely to disturb ‘tho posf-beldem 
finance, The Japon-Ching War of 1894.5 
upset the. equilibrium of foreign trade that had 
been muaintuined beforo hostilities broke out, 
and the excess of imports over exports bas 
continued since -then.. The cnuse, of thi 
plenomenon must he aftrinted to the inflow 
of foreign cnpital, ‘Che inflow of money which 
must bave.come into Japon during the lust ten 
years amounts to 550 million Ven, to which. 
adding the diffevence between imports and 
exports, the annnal average, amount of monny 
sont by Japan abroad duving the ten years will 
come to 7 miltion' yen, ‘Che greater part of 
the meney Japan laa retained abroad has been 
supplied "to paymont. for the gocds imported. 

Although the excoss of imports iu war time is 
jvovitable, a similar phenomenon in time of 
pica must be regarded with approheusion, 
‘The fluctuations in exchango may in some 
meastire ba responsible for the adverse tide of 
trade, but. the principal cause mast be sought 
in the fact that Japan Liat heeame possessed of 
too mach foraign mon-y in the shape of the 
Chinese indemnity avd tho three foreign loans 
that wer» raised. Lf Japan now raises further 
loans ubroad for the parpe-e of oljasting the 
post beflim finauce, foreign trade ‘will have vo 
opportunity to recover ifs equilibrium — More. 
the time seems tipo for tho investment of 
foreigners in enterprises ia Japan oven without 
artificin] encouragement. In short, the raising
